2.  All  invoices  are  in  both  U.  S.  Dollars  and  Marks  gold  (on  the  basis  that 
one  mark  equals  23.92  cents)  so  that  duty  will  be  charged  only  on  the 
actual  money  that  you  pay  for  the  seed*. 

3.  Duty  according  to  list,  to  be  paid  by  consignee. 

4.  Prices  f.o.b.  Quedlinburg;  packing  and  all  transportation  charges  to  be 
paid  by  consignee. 

5.  Prices  subject  to  change  without  notice. 

6.  All  offers  subject  to  previous  sale. 

7.  All  offers  conditional  upon  granting  of  export  permit. 

8.  Freight  charges  at  the  present  are  approximately  18  marks  (forty  cents) 
per  hundred  pounds  Quedlinburg  to  Bremen;  from  Bremen  to  American 
seaports  about  $1.10  per  hundred  pounds.
